* Madrid, June 1.—The public rejoce- |: 
ings over the marriage of King Alfonso 
and” Princess Victoria had a terribly 
dramatic sequel at 2.30 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon, as a bomb thrown from 
an upper window exploded with dead- 
ly effect near the coach occupied by 
the King and Queen. Providentially, 
King Alfonso and Queen Victoria es- 
caped by an electric wire deflecting the 
bomb, but tn 16 Leary a 
them being the persona! mili- 
tary escort, and others, spectators, 
were killed. Many others were injured.

Apples for the North; 


The oNginator of Dudley’s winter 
apple is J. D. Dudley of Castle Hill, 
a location well up north in the State 
of Maine. In this latitude only hardy 
apples are profitable. The season of 
growth is a little shorter than elac- 
where in New England, and a quick 
bearer is also desirable. Perhaps tho 
favorite variety is the ‘Wealthy. it 
bears young and in that latitude 
‘Keeps long. The Dudley Winter some- 
what resembles thc Wealthy, but Mr. 
Dodley claims it is an earlier and 
better seller and keeper. In cultivat. 
ing the applea on his farm, 
ley Cinds it necessary to avefd over. 
cultivation’ or too much manuring, 
both of which practices are liable to 
force a tender growth not able to 
withstand ‘the severe winters. ‘A me- 
dium Growth of sound, healthy wood 
ripened quite early in the season Is 
found: most desirable. The Baldwin 
is too tender an apple for that local- 
ity, and grafts have never beén made 
to live on the Dudley farm longer 
than three or, four. years,

The greatest natural wonder In Java, 
if not in the entire world, Is the justly 
celebrated “Gheko Kamdka Gumko,” 
or “Home of the Hot Devils,” known 
to the world as the Island of Fire. 





This ‘geological singularity is realty 'a° 


lake of boiling mud’ situated at about 
the center of the plains of Grobogana 
and Is called an Island because the 
great emerald sca of vegetation which 
surrounds it gives it that appearance. 
Zfhe “island” is about two' miles to cir 
cumference, and is situated at a dis 
tance of almost exactly fifty ‘mfles 
from Solo, Near the center of this 
geological freak immense columns of 
soft, hot mud may be seen continually 
rising and falling like great ‘timbera 
thrust through thw boiling substratum 
by giant hands and the again quickly 
withdrawn. Besides the phenomenon 
of the boiling mud columns there are 
scores of gigantic bubbles of hot alime 
that 61 up like huge balloons and keep 
up a series of constant explosions, the 
intensity of the detonations varying 
with the size of the bubble.

PUMICE STONE. 


‘The Best Quality Comes Frem the + 
land of Lipart, 

We often bear it remarked, and pa® 
ticularly after the eruption of a volca- 
no, that pumice stone ought to be plen- 
tiful and cheap, as quantities muse 
have been ejected during the volcans 
disturbance. Asa matter of fact, how- 
ever, none of. the white stone in ge 
-eral use is obtained from active volca- 
nocs. It comes from the deposits of the 
article discovered In one or two quar- 
ters of the globe, the best of which fs 
at present to be found In‘the Island of 
Lipari, situated In the Tyrrhenian sea. 
The faland fs mountainous in character 
and consists of tuffs and lavas and of 
highly siliceous volcanic products. The 
district where the stone Is found Is 
catled Campo Blanco or Monte Petale 
1,500 fcet above the level of the sea. 

After riding a considerable distance. 
partly along precipitous paths suffl- 
clently dangerous to be interesting and 
partly: through vineyards and over 
grassy plains, one almost comes sud: 
denly ypon a seemingly suow clad val- 
ley, inclosed by hills also quite white, 
and the whole glaringly bright on o 
sunny day. Into those hills workmen 
are unceasingly digging deep burrows, 
working within by candlelight. In thelr 
excarations they come across many 
lumps of pumice stone, which are plac- 
ed In baskets, subsequently being con- 
veyed slong the valley to the seashore, 
where small boasts are joaded and gall 
to@be seaport near by, where the stone 
is sorted, packed and shipped to dls- 
tang parts elther by way of Messina or 
Leghorn.

The Word “Bribery.” 

“Bribery” Is a word with a curlous

More Golé@ ta the Sea, 
* The subject of gold in sea water and 
the possibility of profitably extracting 
{t is a fascinating one. A professor In 
the Tniversity of Brussels, M. P. de 
Wilde, bas taken up the subject and 
proposes a new metkod of getting out 
the precious meta! Sea water Is treat- 
ed with a strong acid solution of chio- 
tide of tin at the rate of fire cubic 
centimeters (about one-third cubic inch) 
to the ton. The gold forms with the tin 
the compound known as purple of cas- 
sluz, and when ilmewater Is added 
this {s fixed on the flaky precipitate of 
magnesium bydrate, which falls to thu 
bottom. From this the gold is sct free 
by the addition of potassium cyanide 
and can then be recovered by the usual 
well known methods. Professor de 
Wilde considers that much of the gold 
in sea water is thrown down to the bot- 
‘| tom, Whether the gold can be profita- 
bly extracted by the above method does 
not yet oppear.—London Globe.

‘The report from the Agricultural 
Department of the work of the 
cheese instructors for the last yéar 
is to hand. The total number of 
factories in the eastern district is 
G10; 2,256 call visits’ Were paid to 
the factories, the largest “ number 
being paid in the Peterboro district ; 
3,191 full days were spent in factor- 
ies, and te Jargest comes «from 
Brockville East; 23,231 patrons aup- 
plied milk to factories, the largest 
number going to the Napanee syndi- 
cate: 3,356 patrons’ yards were vis 
ited during the season: 65,039 tests 
were made for adulterations, and 
123 samples were found to contain 
water, while 259 samples were defi- 
cient in butter fat; 284 patrons were 
warned by the instructors, the larg- 
est number of Warnings coming from 
Cornwall inspector; 53 patrons were 
fined, paying altogether $140 in 
fines: 297 factories made improve- 
ments, and 24 new factories were 
erected at a cost of $100,441.

12,000 Lancashiremen, In 33 Speciat 
Trczins, Go to London to Object 
te the Educational Bill, 


‘London, June 9. —Thirty-three special 
trains brought to London yesterday 
morning 13,000 Lancashire churchmen 
to protest against the education Dill. 
The protestors procecded to Regent's 
Park, ‘where they massed and accom- 
panied by bands of music, and carry- 
ing banners, marched through the prin- 
cipal thoroughfares to Albert Hall. The 
procession was headrtd by the Bishops 
of London and Manchester, and includ- 
‘ed many clergymen, 

The chief resolution submitted to 
the meeting recorded an emphatic 


“protest agzinst the bill on the ground 


that ft is destructive of all forms of 
feligious mmstruction In the elementary 
schools, and contained the assertion 
that the only true safeguard of re- 
Ugious education in the schools is = 
continuation” of the denominational 
schools. 

‘The visitors for the most part were 
factory. employes, forming atypically 
Lancashire crowd, but all classes were 
represented, and they all came at thelr 
own expense, Consequently the protest 
was more. sigaificant than most of such 
demonstrations.

Hamilton’s Lose !s Calculated 
at $250,000" 


8t. Thomas, Chatham and Sarnia and 
Surrounding Districts Swept by 
Wind and Hailstorm—Buildings Un- 
roofed and Wrecked and Trees 
Blown Over—Dangerous Railway 
Vrack Washout at Brockville. 


“Toronto, June 9.—A storm of wind, 


rain and lightning swept over Western ; 
Ontarlo yesterday between Hamilton - 


and the border line, and did enormous 


damage. In Toronto, although the elec- : 


trical display in the afternoon, and 
again at night, was vivid, and the 
downpour heavy, no great damage Is re- 
ported, except to the telephone and 
telegraph services, which were badly 
demoralized. 

The observatory reported that, 
Ontario and Quebec thunderstorms 
during the day were both numerous 
and of marked severity, An important 
depression which has been hovering 
over the Northwestern States for the 
past few. days Is gradually breaking 


up. 
Boy Drowned At Belle Isle. 

A Detroit boy on the way to a Cana- 
dian summer resort was blown off 
Belle Isle bridge and drowned. 

One man was crushed by a falling 
tree near London and may die. Two 
men are reported to be killed near 
Springfleld, 

The 90-foot elevator tower at Port 
Stanley was blown over. 

East of Windsor all wires were down 
and marks of the storm's devastation 
were everywhere in evidence. 

The cyclone swept through Rodney, 
West Lorne, Dutton, Sheddon, Zorra 
and Fingal, lifting everything movable 
in its course. 

Maxwell Church, on the sixth line 
of kiympton, was struck by lightning, 
which tore a hole in the roof, 

$250,000 Damage At Hamilton.

Major Moodle Tells of the Provisioning 
of the Arctic. 


Ottawa, June 9.—The commander of 
the Hudson Bay expedition, J. D. Mood- 
ice of the Mounted Pollee, gave evi- 
dence before the committee yesterday 
morning. 

The only thing he had bought for 
the Arctic expedition was police huts 
and clothing. He was going to buy 100 
good cigars for himself, but had been 
told they would be provided. The pro- 
visioning of the Arctic was none too 
generous for the length of trip and 
kind of work. 

It would be a criminal thing to send 
men north without properly providing 
for them. Men sitting around for eight 
or nine hours a day would be very un- 
happy without a pipe. The cigars and 
cigarettes were only issued on holl- 
days. j 

Liquor ed Man's Life. 

“Did you consider it a wise precan- 
tion to take a supply of liquor?” asked 
Mr. Macpherson. 

“I would not have gone without it,” 
replied Major Moocie. by 

“Would a man who took liquor stand 
more hardship than one who did not?” 
asked Dr. Stockton. 

“If we were traveling in the winter 
Mquor would be the worst thing a man 
could take, but I have in the north 
seen liquor save a man’s life. On the 
Arctic expedition, we did not give men 
liquor -when on land trips. It was a 
different thing with men cooped up on 
shipboard,” was the reply. 

Major Moodle sald almost all the 
rum, sherry and whiskey was brought 
back and returned to the stores. The 
gin was not touched.

FAULTS OF CHILDREN. 
Investigate the Caunex Defore Re- 
1 sorting to Punishment. 

A large Amount of so called haughti- 
ness among children may be accounted 
for upon grounds which quite exclade 
the desirability of punishment for Its 
correction, says a writer In‘the London 
Lancet. It may be due to the fact that 
the child bas had Insufficient sleep or 
is overtired after a long day's excite- 
ment. 

Children may be restless or restive 
as the direct result of beIng undertired, 
They may have been confined at home 
for the whole day owing to the inclem- 
ency of the weather, and as a conse 
quence the only apparent outlet for 
thelr restrained pbysical energy Is 
found by annoying thos¢ who hare 
charge of them. 

There ure also some cases In which 
an Incipient physical or mental disor- 
der may manifest Itself by symptoms 
which very strongly resemble willful 
perversity unless the possibility of the 
onset of an illness is borne in mind.-It 
is notorious that Ul timed punishment 
in these cases at tines has pretipitated 
a severe attack. Stuttering and shy- 
ness are also likely to be aggravated 
by being noticed. A deaf child fs often 
inattentive and has been occasionally 
classed among the mentally defective. 

It has been sald that many children 
are punished for the faults of thelr 
teachers. This is undoubtedly true 
when such faults exhibit themselves as 
a continually close atmosphere In the 
schoolroom or a prolonged strained and 
cramped attitude of the pupil's body 
while he is seated at work, Frequent

& strange sensation to be alone out in 
the woods, to feel that though you may 
put your hands to your ips and utter 
the loudest of halloes, yet the only an- 
swer which will come to you is the 
echo of your own voice which the cliffs 
throw back upon your ears. Well t 
was alone In the woods. Suddenly the 
whole river bed below me was filled 
with the most awful sounds. There 
came foating up the wildest, weirdest, 
strangest of choruses, At. times the 
voices that I heard in-that chorus arose 
ke the anguished .wallings of lost 
souls. At times they sounded Hke the 
yelling of flends or the gioatings of In- 
quisitors in the dark ages. At times 
they seemed to be the mocking and the 
derisive laughter of a lot of depraved 
children, They seemed to be not on? 
volce, but milifons of voices. I found 
out after awhile that those volces came 
from a pack of miserable coyotes on 
the track of a Jackrabbit running for 
his life.

BISHOP OF SELKIRK DEAD. 





Right Rev. W. C. Bompas Passed Away 
On Saturday Night. 

Seattle, Wash. June 12.—A special 
to The Post-Intelligencer from White 
Horse, Alaska, says: The Right Rev. 
Wna:. Bompas, for forty years Bishop of 
the Diocese of Scikirk, died Saturday 
night at his home at Caribou Crossing, 
ased 78 years. His Mle of hardship, 
self-denial, priration and loneliness, 
was probably unparalleled in the his- 
tory of missions, For nearly thirty 
years he never once came out to 
civilization, and during that prolonged 
period he spent months within the Arc- 
tle circle. 

Sketch of His Life. 

Rt Rev, William Carpenter Bompas 
Was born in London, England, in 1835, 
and received his education there. He 
‘was ordained deacon by the Bishop of 
Lincoln in 1859; was curate of. Sutfon- 
le-Marsh, Lincolnshire; New Radford, 
Nottinghamshire; Holy Trinity, Louth, 
and of Alford, Lincolnshire. In 1863 he 
Was ordained to the priesthood by 
Archdeacon Machray in St. Paul's 
Cathedral, and was sent out to the 
Northwest Territories by the Church 
Missionary Society. In 1874 he was ap- 
pointed Bishop of the Diocese of Atha- 
baskz. Afterwards, when the diocese 
was divided, in 1554, he became Bishop 
of Mackenzie River, and in 1891 Blshop 
of Selkirk. Deceased was the author of 
“History of the Diocese of Mackenzie 
River,” “Northern Lights on the Bible,” 
and the “Symmetry of Scripture.”

Another Of the Fathers Of Con- 
federation Is Dead. 








Prominent In Conservative Administrations, He Had 
a Long and Notable Career—Until a Year Ago He 
Took a Lively Interest in Political Affairs — 
Death Was Expected, But Created 
Sorrow—Retired in 1896. .

Quebec, June 12.—Aithougn the‘ena 
bad “been expected since Sunday, the 
aews of Sir Hector Louls Langevin’s 
death Jast evening, at 9.15, created sor- 
tow throughout the city. He was one 
of the fathers of confederation. Sir 
Hector Langevin, since his retirement 
from the Thompson Cabinet, and, later 
on, from public life, had lived in abso- 
lute retirement with his son-in-law, 
Hon. Thos. Chapais. 

He was beloved by his family, yet 
his circle of close friends*was limited, 
and when the ex-Minister of Public 
Works took his daily walks he was 
gencrally unaccompanied, Up to a year 
ago he took a very hvely interest in 
public affairs. 

His Career. 

Hon. Sir Hector Langevin, K.C.MLG., 
C.B., K.C., was born at Quebec in 1826. 
He was a son of IAect.Col. Jean Lan- 
gevin, assistant clvil secretary under 
the Earl of Gosford and Lord Syden- 
ham. He received his education at Que 
bec Seminary, Icaving at the age of 20 
to study law in the office of the late 
Hon. A. N. Morin, Montreal. Having 
completed his law studies under the 
late Geo. E. Carter, he began practice 
as a barrister In Montreal in 1850, re- 
moving to Quebec a yeat later. 

In 1856 he was elected to the city 
council, and in bis first year as mayor, 
1857, he entered the wider political 
field, belng returned to Quebec Parlia- 
ment as member for “Dorchester. In 
1864, on his being made a Q.C., he was 
appointed solicitor-general for .. Lower 
Canada, and, two years later, became 
postmaster-general in the coalitlan 
Government. 

A Father of Confederatior.. 

Mr. Langevin is regarded as vax “tt 
the fathers,of confederation. He toox 
& prominent and vigorous part in its 
advocacy, and gained the reputation of 
being a powerful speaker in the cause. 
He was ono of the detegates on behalf 
of Lower Canada to tin Charlattetawr

He also attended 
the conference at London, Eng., two 
years later, when the terms of union 
were finally settled, |. 

Having continued to represent Dor- 
chester, he, in 1867, took a seat in the 
Dominion House as'member for that 
county, becoming Secretary of State at 
the opening of the new Parllament, be- 
ing sworn in aleo as a member of the 
Privy Council. A year later he was cre- 
ated a C.B. In 1872 he was returned by 
Quebec Centre by acclamation. 

In 1870, Mr. Langevin was created a 
knight commander of the Roman Or- 
der of Pope St, Gregory the Great. In 
1871 he visited British: Columbia to 
gain information as to requirements 
at the C.P.R. terminus there, and pub- 
Ushed a report thereon. 

Party Leader In Quebec. 

He became Jeader of the Conserva- 
tive party In Quebec on the death of 
Sir George Cartier In 1873, in which 
year he went down jn the defeat of the 
Government. He yas elected from 
Charlevoix in 1876, but in the general 
election of 1878 unsuccessfully aontest- 
ed Rimouski. He was, however, called 
to the Cabinet of the new Conservative 
Government as postmaster-genera}, and 
was returned for Threo Rivers by ac- 
clamation. In the following year he 
was made Minister of Public Works, | 
which office ho retained till 1891. He | 
continued to sit for Three Rivers til | 
1896, when he voluntarily retired from 
public life. 

Hon. Mr. Langevin was a widower, 
his wife, who was a daughter of the 
late Lieut.Col, Chas. H. Teter, J.P., 
having died In 1882.

Careful 
search, howerer, does not bring forth 
any statutory provision which declares 
the offense greater when the man who

the probability of the jodge in such 
i cases giving the convicted the extreme 
penalty. The legal term for assault un- 
der such circumstances Is “mayhem,” 
signifying that tho assailant bas in one 
way or another deprived his victim of 
the power of defending himself, 

Doring an altercation from which a 
struggle fs apt to énsue one wear- 
ing glasses would be to remove 
them, unobserved !f possible, however, 
because if noticed it might act as a 
signal to begin hostilities, 








Many think that glasses would be a 
source of gencral protection In these 
cases and often take advantage on that 
ground, but this is wrong, because no 
court would hold it worse to strike a 
man with glasses than one without 
unless the assaJant struck directly at 
his opponent's ¢yes, with the intent to 
wound or maim him, and whether one 
were hit elsewhere than on the eye- 
glasses would not enter the case at all.

FAMOUS FIGHT RECALLED. 





Facts About the Heenan-Sayers Ba‘tie 
Forty-Six Years Ago. 


The great fight for the champlonship 
of England and the world was fought 


at Farnborough on April 17, 1360, be | 


tween Tom Sayers of London, and J. H. 
Heenan, the “Benicla Boy,” an,Amer- 
ican. The contest, belng generally re- 
garded as an international trial of 
“pluck,” excited the keenest Interest In 
both hemispheres, and revived for a 
time the faded glories of the prize 
ring. The “noble” art of seif-defence 
indeed, has beenf lauded time after 
time by Engllahrien of all classes, and 
when considered in opposition to the 
use of the treacherous knife or the 
fatal Nrearm, is not without Its merits, 
The Times alluded to the affair in a 
leading article, and Punch celcDrated 
its occurrence in a “Lay (after Mac- 
avlay) of Modern ‘London™ under tho 
title of the “Fight of Sayerlus and 
Heenznius.” Dukes’ sons, cooks’ 
rons, peers and peers’ sons were thero: 
members of Parliament in plenty: 
army .men, authors, - poets, painters, 
even clergymen. “men about town,” 
“members of the fancy.” a vast var- 
lety of low Hfe, many of them open to 
suspicion, some long past suspicion. 
Sayers had met and defeated many 
of the best fighters of the Ume, and 
had only been beaten once — by Nat 
Langham, the most accomplished boxer 
of the day. Sayers was five feet efght 
Inches in helght and weighed ten stones 
ten pounds, Heenan stood alx feet one 
and one-half inches and was a power- 
ful heavyweight, with extraordinary 
long-reaching arms, Time, after time 
Sayers was knocked down by blows, 
each of which seemed sufficient to wet- 
tle the figh* but he always came up In 
good, If griua humor, and planted blow 
after blow on the American's eyes, and 
even succeeded in knocking his oppon- 
ent down, Aficr fighting, amld many 
interruptions, thirty-seven rounds in 
about two hours and two minutes, 
Heenan getting Sayers into such « posi- 
Uon on the ropes that stgangulation 
seemed imminent, the ro; were, cut 
by the crowd, the police entered the 
ting, and, amidst the wildest confusion, 
the combatants were hurried off the 
field by thelr respective friends, Heen- 
an alt but bilnd and Sayors with bis 
right arm powerless, 
. The appropriation of the stakes and 
honors gave rise to the flercest con- 
troversy. Subsequontly, however, each 
received a belt, and Sayers retired trom 
the championship on May 30,.1860. It 
has been sald of “poor Tom™ that 
“with his name was associated all 
that was bold, generous, manly and 
honest In pugilism.” Three thousand 
pounds were raised for him by public 
subscription, the Interest of which was 
paid to him ‘on condition that he 
fought no more, The monoy was after- 
ward divided among his children on 
thelr coming of age. He died Nov.:8, 
1863, In ths forticth year of his age—

The Size of the Sun, 

The sun, provided we measure only 
the disk scen with the smoked glass, is 
866,000 miles In diameter—L e., 108 
earths could be comfortably ranged 
side by side across the disk. To cover 
the surface would require many ‘thou- 
sands. ‘Lo fll the Interior Sve should 
need 1,200,000. On a smaller scale we 
might represent the sun by a ball two 
feet In diameter and the earth by a 
good sized grain of shot. Let the sun 
be hollowed out, then place the earth 
at Its center and let the moon revolve 
about It at Its real distance of 240,000 
miles, There would yet remain nearly 
200,000 miles of space between-ythe 
moon’s orbit and the Inclosing shell of 
the sup. Indeed to Journey from one 
side of the éun to the other, through 
the center, would take one of our swift 
express trains nearly two and a halt 
years. So vast a globe must be heavy. 
Sloce Its density is only one-quarter 
that of the earth {t only weighs as 
much as 232,000 earths, or two octil- 
Vous of tons. The attraction of gravity 
on its surface would cause a man 
whose weight was 150 pounds to welgh 
two tons.

They left the barracks In a 
body Sunday afternoon cand held a 
meo:ing in the pubic square, In which 
aclegates from the Zesky Regiment of 
infantry and the Artiilery Brigade 
promised that these forces whl join 
in the muuny. 
The chief of polico, in advancing 
with the hope of dispersing the mect- 
Ing, was fred at, but was not wounded. 
The horse of his Cossack orderly was 
killed. The Eletzky Regiment again ieft 
its barracks at midnight and marched 
with a band playing through the towa 
to the non-com:nissioned — officers’ 
xchool, the members of which joined 
the mutineers, The latier, while return- 
Ing to the barracks, disarmed and beat 
the pollcemen whom they met.

Interesting Details. 

Mr. Tilley, assistant examiner for the

to relieve the broker of some of his 
financial dimiculties, The.other episode 
was the purchase of*Toronto Savings & 
Loan debentures by the Imperial Life 
at the suggestion of Senator Cox, who 
controlled both companies, Tho com- 
pany spent $71,000 on the four per 
cent. debentures at a time when It was 
paying the bank six per cent. upon an 
overdraft of $100,000. Senator Cox paid 
an extra two per cent. upon the de- 
bentures until the bank overdraft was 
wiped out. 
Dropp2d $12,000 In a Year. 

When court adjourned Mr. Bradshaw 
was telling of a policy for $25,000 Is- 
aued on the life of Mr, A. E. Wallace, 
manager of the Atlas Luan Co., under 
an ugreement by which the Imperial 
Life was to accopt five Atlas Loan 
bonds for the first five premiums. Two 
of the bonds had been purchased when 
the company became Insolvent and the 
policy on Mr. Watlaco’s N& was can- 
celled. Including the Wallace  trans- 
action, witness udmitted the Imperial 
had dropped $12,000 during the year. 

In reference to his previous evidence, | 
Mr. Bradshaw sald that the loan mado" 
dy the Imperial Life to Mr. J. W. Fla- 
velle was after Mr. Flavelle had ceased 
to be vice-president of the company. 
The company had the right to Duy the 
donds and stock given as security for 
the loan, and this right was exercised. 

Why the Senator Paid Loss, 

Certain operation in Dominion Coal 
and Dominion Iron and Steel showed a 
loss of $11,000, which witness sald was 
paid by Senator Cox on Sehalf of the 
company. 

Senator Cox never was recompensed, 
sald Mr, Bradshaw, because the com-~- 
pany were under no obligation to him; 
he paid the loss over because he had 
suggested the Investments, 

Recouped by the Senator. 

Mr. Bradshaw was closely examined 
by Mr. Tilley on the Imperial dealings 
fn unauthorized securities at the after- 
noon session, Witness explained In de- 
tall the method by which ceriain stocks 
wero handled in the books of the co:n- 
pany. Senator Cox had several times 
recouped the company for certain losses 
on unauthorized stock. 

Revaluative ‘securities were gone In- 
to, and Mr. Bradshaw explained that 
since the department had - objected, 
three or four years ago, the amounts of 
these securities were shown in the 
statement as non-fedger assets, 

Mr. Tilley took up the case, where- 
by the Imperial Life became owners of 
Ele¢trical Development bonds and 
siock, These bonds were bought at 90, 
with a bonus of stock. The stock was 
sold In 1904, and the bonds In 1906. 
These were treated as profit on invest- 
ment. 

Witness explained the agreement 
made in 1903 and told the commissions 
ers that although the transaction did 
not appear in the statement the books 
containing the list of investments were 
tnvpected by the department. Muacken- 
zie, Pellatt and Nicholl were the com- 
mittee of managers, and the agreement 
called that atl the stock be pooled Iu 
order to keep up the price. The Imper- 

* Life afterwards dropped out. 

Mr. Bradshaw did not belleve that a 
company should tle up ‘its money on an 
investment of this nature, and he had 
realized this shortly after the pool was 
floated. 


Senator Fulford’s Policy. 


Certain transactions that were called 
to the attention of the commission by 
Mr. Blackadar wero next submitted by 
Mr. Tilley. One was an Item of re- 
insurance in connection with ithe Con- 
federation Life.

Duncan Campbell of Armstrong ably 
seconded the efforts of Mr. McKay. 

The subject was introduced by Rev. 
Princtpal Patrick, Winnipeg, who mov- 
ed that the Presbyterians join hands 
with the Methodists, Congregational- 
ists, Baptists and Episcopalians, Ho 
talked strenuously for over an hour. 
and went into a detailed account of 
the length of charges for cach pastor, 
and described the training of students 
and gave an exhaustive description of 
what would have to be done. 

The church was packed, and Dr. 
Patrick was loudly cheered. The as- 
sembly seemed to cheer for and against 
whkh equal enthuslasm, according to 
the ability of the speakers,

Ran Away to Sea. 

John Wilson Murray was born in 
Edinburgh, Scotland, June 25, 1840. He 
removed, with his family, to New York 
at the age of five years. Owing to his 
mother’s poor’ health, he return- 
ed with her to Scotland when he 

\was eleven, and attended school there. 

In 1653 he ran away from school, ship- 
ped on a coaster and landed at Liver- 
pool. He ran across his father’s ship 
and sailed with him for New York. 
He was again sent to school and again 
Tan away. After sailing round the West 
Indies his father found him and 
brought him back to New York, and 
for the third tlme sent him to school, 
Young Murray languished through the 
winter months, and when spring cama 
the spirit of unrest stirred him, and 
away he went back to the sca. 

In the late spring he returned to the 
great lakes, and on June 5, 1857, he en- 
listed In the United States navy, where 
he stayed until the clyil war broke out 
In 1861. He was 21, and the opportun- 
ity came for him to reallze the amb!- 
tion of his carly years. There was a 
shortage of officers In the regular ser- 
vice, and Murray was picked as one of 
the likely yourg fellows to be sent on 
to the training school! at Washington. 
He worked and studied faithfully, and 
when tho examinations were held he 
received a commision.

A_uumber of changes were made in 
“the Assesament Act during the last 
session of the Legislature, but 
none of a very radieal nature. The 
pew feature of the Assessment Act, 
the business tax, remains unalter- 
ct! in principle, although it bas been 
strenuously attacked.

The changes’ which were 
made in the Act dealt chiefly with 
exemptions. Householders living in 
municipalities whose population ex- 
ceeds ¢5,000 now bave income from 
personal carnings exempt to the 
extent ‘of $1,000, in places of less 
than tbat population the exemp- 
tiva is $700. Persons who are pot 
houscbolders living in a muopicipal- 
ity of more than 5,000 population 
have income from peryonal carnings 
exempt to the extent of 3600 and 
in stnaller places up to $100. This 
change will affect income taxpay- 
ers in’ Belleville, as under old ar- 
rangement smaller eremption ap.

EARL GREY ON PRISONS. 





Gives Prison Aid and Reform Society 
Some of His Views, 


At Toronto the other day, Earl Grey 
and Dr, Goldwin Smith spoke at a meet- 
ing of the Prisoners® Ald Society. | Dr. 
Smith called attention to the want of 
discrimination between prisoners in 
some jails. He suggested that any dif- 
ference ag to authority might b2* set- 
tled' by arbitration. It seemed to him 
that when men committed crimes it was 
right to punish, but there was no right 
to deprive that man of his means of 
reformation. Labor was the best means 
of reformation. 

His Excellency the Governor-General 
expressed surprisecat the character of 
the meeting, since had anticlpated * 
only an informal discussion. The fact 
that there were constitutional Imita- 
tions ‘on office Kad induced him to 





was proper for him to Interfere In any 
way, The Premier had strongly ex-

The tl-Fated Fenian Raid Recalled-- 
U. S. Chief Sufferer. “ 


About 3 o'clock in the morning of 
June 1, 1866, » band of 1,500 Fenlans, 
under Gen, O'Neill, crossed the Nla- 
xara River from Black Rock and 
camped at Fort Erie, The reeve of the 
village was called on to provide the 
army with provisions, and “the re- 
freshments were produced after a 
hasty conclave of the local authorities. 
A detachmont of the band was sentfo 
cut Wires and destroy bridges along Abe 
Buffalo and Lake Huron Rallway (now 
the Grand Trunk), and the main body 
took up n position at Frenchman's 
Creek. Hore O'Neill rested for a day, 
awaiting reinforcements, but in their 
absence he moved along to Ridgeway, 
his force having melted away until only 
about 700 remained. The Fenians held 
& atrong, concealed position, into which 
Col. Booker’s troops blundered, unsus- 
pecting the presence of the enemy. 
There was an Interchange of fire, af- 
ter which the Canadian force retired, 
the ammunition of the Queen's Own be- 
ing exhausted. Tho Fenians, however, 
were outflanked and forced but of their 
position. >

ROMAN MILLIONAIRES. 


The Phenomenon of Mammoth For- 
tuses Not a New Thing. 

While it is not a very tangible con- 
solation to those of us who belong to 
the less favored. class commercially, 
there fs at least a Sort of historic com- 
| fort in knowing that the phenomenon 
of mammoth fortunes Is not a new 
| thing. 

A magazine writer goes back to an- 
cient Rome, when there were no rail- 
roads or trusts or corporations, and 
gives some figures on the individual 
fortunes of that day which might look 
attractive even to some of our modern 
platocrats, 

Seneca, the philosopher and author, 
was worth $17,500,000; Lentulus, the 
augur, $16,600,000; Crassus, the poll- 
ticlan who formed with Caesar and 
Pompey the first triumvirate, tad a 
landed estate of more than $5,000,000; 
the emperor Tiberius left a fortune of 
$118,000,000, which the depraved Calig- 
ula got rid of in less than a year. A 
dozen others had possessions that ran 
{nto the millons. 

It is true that these Romans did not 
“make” these fortunes In what we 
would call regular commercial opera- 
tions. But they got the money, and 
they held on to it, which Is about all 
that can safely be sald of possessions 
that run into seven figures In any age 
or country. 

And, speaking of «ampalgn contribu- 
tions and so forth, Julius Caesar once 
presented the consn} Paulus with $200,- 
000 merely as a token of estecin and 
coupled with the hope that Daulus 
woukl do the right thing In a certain 
politichl matter that was pending. The 
argument was efi¢ctive with Paulus, 
and nelther he nor Caesar suffered any 
in popularity.

Cooking Potatoes. 

The commoncst mistakes we make In 
cooking potatoes are that we use too 
many fried and bolled potatoes. ried 
potatoes are less easily digested than 
food cooked in other ways. The most 
wasteful way to cook. potatoes Is to 
peel them, put them in cold water and 
bring them slowly to a ‘boll, This 
method allows the water to penetrate 
to the center of the potato, so that a good 
deal of the starch may be dissolved 
and Jost, and the potato becomes soggy, 
because it has not been “cooked dry.” 
On the other hand, if you put peeled or 
cut ‘potatoes into bolling water: the 
gluten is hardened at once (as is that 
other common albuminous food—the 
white of an egz), thus preventing the 
water from getting to the starch and 
thereby insuring a mealy potato. 

The beat way to cook potatocs Is to 
bake them, because, a dry heat being 
used, none of the food value Is lost. 
Next in nutritive order Is the boiling of 
potatoes with their skins on. Next 
comes steaming, which every ono 
should practice instead of the common 
way of boiling, because It wastes Icss 
starch, while giving the same kind of 
flavor and texture. 
rational process. Of the “fancy” meth- 
ods “riclng” is one of the easicst and 
most attractive, and it has the great 
advantage of being useful for potatoes 
unfit for other uses.—Garden Maga- 
zine,

gations at the present stage. : 

Dr. Herdman, Calgary,, sald there

Starts Massacre of His 

- men at Bialistok, Russia. 

Jews Killed and Wounded. by the Hundreds—Bomb 

Was Thrown Into the Corpus Christi Procession, 
and Was Followed Up By a Jewish Fusilade 


With Revolvers —Then the Christians Attack- 
ed the Jews--The Outbreak Planned. 


* 











Bialistok, Russia, June 15.—A Jow- 
ish anarchist threw a bomb among 
the Corpus Christi procession which 
was in progress here yesterday and 
killed or wounded many persons. 

In consequence the Christians at- 
tacked and massacred the Jews and 
demolished their shops. 

Hundreds of persons were killed or 
wounded. 

The bomb was thrown from the bal- 
cony of a house fn Alexandrova stréct. 
A Russian clergyman named Fedoroff 
was among the killed by the explosion. 

After the explosion the Jews began 
to fire with revolvers from tho windows 
of the house Into the crowd. Soldiers 
surrounded the house and fired two vol- 
leys into the windows. 

Meanwhile the exasperated Chris- 
tians attacked the Jewish stores in 
Alexandrova and Suraz streets, de- 
Molishing the fixtures and windows 
and throwing the goods Into the gut- 
ters,and beating and murdering the 
Jews. : 

A crowd of Jews fied to the railroad 
station pursued by the mob, which kill- 
ed many of them there. Three Jews 
were thrown from sccond storey win- 
dows of the railroad station bullding. 

The Jews are fiecing from Blalistok 
to the neighboring forests, and ‘mobs 
are pursuing them. Detachments of 
dragoons have becn sent out to protect 
the Jews. 

Jews arriving here on trains have 
deen dragged from the cars, and many 
of them have been murdered. Troops 
have cleared the railway station. 

At 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon the 
disturbances stil] continued.

6. packing intergst, which would — be 
more adverse than the new German 
duties. Great Britain would not be 
So indisereet as to pasa so deep a 
censure on the trade of a triendly 
nation which is its greatest. cus- 
tomer without the fullest and most 
convincing evidence. 

In such.an attitude toward the 
United States, Great Britain could 
well plead the example of the colonies 
and of the Canadian Government ¢s- 
pecially, which has framed its tariff 
to favor the importation of Ameri- 
cau “tinned meats.” The remark is 
now heard in Canads, “no more of 
those foreign preserved meats for us 
until the charges against the packers 
an disproved.” Up to recently those 
meats bad large sale in this country. 
And it was a great and juat grievance 
of our packers that the Dominion 
tari({ favored their importation at 
the expense of home industry. They 
are admitted at a duty of 2¢ a pound, 
while the U. S. duty ax Sc a pound. 
There is no reciprocity, but American 
exclusion, in this, With a {sir and 
equal tariff, our packers would pot 
apd peed not, complain. Their goods 
are of a quality te commasd success, 
and if they do not enter more iargely 
inte British and joreign trade it” is 
because the supply of raw material 
ix inadequate. 

If it were discreet in British 
statesman to discuss the question at 
all as between Canadian and Ameri- 
can meats, upon a request to dis.

orange pecl, filthy macaroni and 
other refuse bourht from grocers, 
all of which waa betng treated and 
mate into jam. .

VICTORIA FALLS. 


Called “the Most Beautifal Gem ef 
«ofthe Earth's Scenery.” “/ % 
The Zambezi river, carrying a huge 

volume of water two miles in width, as 

it reaches the western borders of Rho- 
desin precipitates itself into a cavern- 
‘ons gorge and thus’ traverses the north- 

ern plains of the country, . 

This great drop in the river has pro- 
+ duced “the most beautiful gem of the 
earth’s scenery,” the Victoria falls. Al 
most twice as brond as Niagera and 

two and a half times as high, an im- 

mense mass of water rolls over its edge 

to precipitate itself in magnificent 
splendor 400 sheer feet into the narrow 
canyon below. —- ; 
Undeterred, the Rhodesian 
‘without detracting from, the natural 
, beauty of the surroundings, threw 
across the canyon a splendid 650 foot 
cantalever bridge and thus opened the 
way to, Tanganyika, to Uganda, to 


This bridge, tho greatest railway en- 
gineering triumph of Africa, deserves 
more than passing notice, It consists 
of a central span weighing sapproxi- 
mately 1,000 tons, 500 feet in length 
and 30 feot-wide,.The steel work is of 
rolled steel weighing 490 pounds to the 
cuble foot. The end posts of the bridge 
are over 100 feet long. The pull’on the 
anchorage apparatus is about 400 tons. 

The contract for the construction was 
obtained by an English firm of bridge 
bullders—the contract time fifty-five 
weeks, The work of erection was car- 
ricd on from both banks, the material 
belng taken across ‘the river by means 
of an aerial clectric railway. The elec- 
tricn! conveyor of this cable way was 
capable of dealing with a ten ton load 
at.a lifting speed of twenty feet per 
minute and a traversing speed of 300 
feet a minute. 

An {Initial difficulty in the construc- 
tion of the bridge was the securing 
ofa firm foundation, and owlng to the 
crumbling nature of the bank a much 
greater quantity of concrete was neces- 
sury than estimated. 

The construction was bapplly unat- 
tended by accidents of a serlous nature, 
though a few slight accidents to body 
work and the replacing from England 
of one piece of stcel work were record- 
ed. In splte of these delays tho bridge 
was linked up at 7 a. m, on April 1, 
1905, or exactly forty-eight hours ear- 
Mer than had been estimated a year be- 
fore.—Lieutenant Colonel Sir Percy 
Glrouard in Scribner's.

CATCHING COLD. 


Suggestions That May Keep 
Frem the Doctor, 

A person in good health, with fair 
play, easily resists cold, but when the 
dealth fags a little and Uberties are 
taken with the stomach or with the 
nervous system a chill is easily taken 
and, acconilng to the weak spot of the 
Individual, assumes the form of a cold 
or pneumonia, or it may be jaundice. 
Of all causes of cold probably fatigue 
is one of the most efficient. A jaded 
man coming home at night from a long 
day's work, a growing youth losing two 
hours’ sleep over crening parties. two 
or three times a week or a young lady ! 
heavily “dolng the season,” young chil- 
dren overfed and with short allowance 
of sleep, are common instances of the 
tictims of cold. 

Luxury {s favorable to chill taking. 
Very hot rooms, feather beds, soft 
chairs, create a sensitiveness that leads 
to catarrbs, It is not, after all, the cold 
that Is so much to be feared as the 
antecedent conditions that give the at- 
tack a chance of dolng harm. Some 
of the worst colds happen to those who 
do not leave their house or even their 
beds, and those who are most Inruwl- 
nerable are often those who are most 
exposed to changes of temperature and 
who by good sleep, cold bathing and 
regular habits preserve the tone of 
thelr nerrous system and circulation. 

Probably many chills are contracted 
at night or at the fag end of the day; 
when tired people get the equilibrinm 
of thelr circulation disturbed by either 
overheated sitting rooms or underhent- 
ed bedrooms and beds. This is espe- 
cially the case with elderly people. Ip 
such cases the mischief is not always 
done instantaneously or in a single, 
night. It often tnkes place insidlously, 
extending orer days or even weeks.— 
London Lancet.

Mr, Bradshaw outlined in detail the 
objects and constitution of the Cana- 
dian Life Insurance Officers’ Assocla- 
tion, Limited.- It took an active part 
in all aubjects relative to Ife com- 
panies, adjusted premium rates, sent 
deputations to Ottawa and watched ail 
Insurance Jegisiation. The association 
f was formed in 1894 by A. E, Ramsay 
and W. MoCabe. 9 

The companies In this are: British 
Empire, Canada, Confederation, Dom- 
Inton, Excelstor, Federal, Great West- 
ern, Imperial, London, London & Lan- 
j cashire, Manufactures’, Nor:hern, Royal 
| Victoria, Standard, Temperance & 
General. The association consists of 
the managers, axsistant managers, 
secretaries and actuaries of the regular 
Canadian and British Hfe insurance 
| companies now mewbers of the asso-

dence of the false obtaining of a sum 
of over $50 to make it a felony.” 

Attention’ Is called to the fact that 

the senders of messages which were 
handled In this way are by law, en- 
titled to the return of the tolls and 
$50 liquidated damages for each mea- 
sage. The report recommends that the 
evidence be laid before ‘the Federal 
Btand jury and sent to President 
Toosevelt.

Warden Gilmour of the Central 
Prison made the allegation that it was

lease from prison on parole, and that 
the reforming Influence of the system 
depended on the character. of the of- 
fictals who administered the law. 

The warden, tn his attack’ on the 
system, remarked that {t was time to 
“take the gloves off.". He and othera 
had interviewed three Ministers of 
Justice. From one Minister, Sir Oliver 
Mowat, he recelved a scathing rebuke 
for daring to suggest the Introduction 
of American {deas, 


Going Out to Get Even. 


He had known prisoners to fave 
“the Central” saying, “Good-bye, I'm 
going out to get even.” He had not 
very strong hopes of the reformation 
of a man who went into the prison 
under the age of 25, and he believed 
the man over that age had the better 
chance of becoming a useful member 
of soctety.. Under the B. N, A. Act, he 
explained, the only man who could 
grant a parole was the Minister of Jus- 
tice, and the warden belleved that 
there. should be a prodation board, 
which could make a recommendation. 
The ticket-of-leave.system gave the 
pull to the man who had the money 
to hire a costly lawyer. “Why, I had 
& man in the prison who cracked his 
fingers, saying he had the pull. And, 
he had the pull, which he exercised, 
and was released,” said the doctor.

send from Europe to Canada. .To 
maintain these conditions and to tax 
the immigrants sont in under them 
$2 a head would be about un ridigul- 
ous a atate of affairs os was ever 
created by a circumlocution adinin- 
istration looking for useless means 
of spending money and annoying the 
public, Before the Government puts 
a head tax on people coming into 
the country it should stop paying a 
bounty on them, and alsu stop its 
immigration encouragement propage 
anda, It is doubtful if it ix well to 
do this yet, though the time is evi- 
dently coming when the movement 
of European peoples this way will 
give the country all the immigrants 
it can care for without any outxide 
expenditure.

Chess Master Dead.

H. N. PILLSBURY WAS ONE 

GREATEST PLAYERS EVER 
PLAYERs. 

Philadelphia, Pa. June 17.—Harry 
Nelson Pillebury, the chess master, 
died here to-day of apoplexy alteran 
iMoess of muny months. Villsbury 
was born Dec. 5, 1872, at Somerville, 
Mass, 

Milisbury Icarned the rudiments of 
chess whenaboy in Boston. His first 
notablo vistory was over Juhn FY 
Barry, of Bostun, in 1891, Other vice 
torics made him one of the quartet 
of the then most famous players 
named to compete at St. Petersburg 
—Lusker, S(einitz, Tachigorin and 
Pillsbury. His ‘score with the world 
champion, Lasker, was 31.2 to 21.2, 

In 1897 Pillsbury won from Bhow- 
alter the American chess champion- 
ship, which he confirmed by a pec. 
ond mateh with Showalter in 1898. 

Pillsbury showed his chess gepius 
not alone by match and tournaghent 
play. At blindfolded chess, it is@said, 
his record ‘has never beon equaled, 
At Moscow he played 22 games. with- 
out sight of the boards, and at Phi. 
ladelphia 20 games, which feat ‘be 
repeated at Vienna.

Now we can find the scene of King 
Solomon as a young prince, choosing 
wisdom, reproduced In many different 
Mterary masterpieces. Alphonse La- 
martine, the great French poct, who 
died in 1869, gave a beautiful descrip- 
tion of it In his story of King Nimrod. 
The King had three sons. He offered 
to them three caves, the one of gold. 
the second of amber, the third of clay. 
The gold represented “emp re,” the am- 
ber “glory or fame," the third repre- 
sented “wisdom from God.” “Choose!* 
arled King Nimrod. "Choose!" And 
when the youngest son choose the case 
of clay King Nimrod sald: “Thou hast 
chosen well, Thou hast chosen best of 
all, for the man who choose ‘wisdom’ 
shall wave the sceptre as well as mount 
the throne of fame.” 

Wo find the wonderful Bible, char- 
acter of young Solomon being repro- 
duced in Shakespeare's “Merchant of 
Venice.” When the young Hebrew 
prince stands before God and says, 
“Give me now, wisdom and knowledge 
that I may go out and come In before 
this pedple, for who can judge this 
people that Is xo great?” we scem to 
see Portia standing with her three

Solomon stands as a type of the all; 
knowing wisdom, the wisdom of an 
omniscient, all seeing God. 

Is it not a blessed satisfaction to you 
that God knows everything? The world 
for years may have been misjudging 
and: condemning us, nof because it is 
an unjust avorid at heart, but simply 
Dbeccuse its knowledge is so meager. 
How differently we would treatour own 
differently we would treat our own 
dear ones if we only knew the truce 
conditions of thelr lives, I think the 
saddest remark I ever heard of any 
one making was dy a dear member of 
my church. She was lying In bed about 
to dle of a cancer, One day she looked 
up and sald: “I wonder if God will ever 
forgive me for being Irritable and fault- 
finding to my children? I sometimes 
think I was not to blame for being 
eress. I sometimes think that this can- 
cer has been working upon me and un- 
dermining my system for yedra and 
years, and I did not know It, and my 
irritability was due to my sickness and 
not because my nature was naturally 
cross." Ah, Bes, the world may not 
know the causes of our actions, but 
God knows. Ia it not a blessed thought 
lo you that God knows your every 
thought and your every. deed and docs 
not misinterpret your actions, as the 
world se often does. He knows all. 
Yes, ali. 

King Solomon, in the next place, was 
not a man of.blood. He was not the 
central figure of sangulnary bdattle- 
fields. His chief musical instinct was 
not the bugle to sound forth the clarion 
call to arms, He was the pririce of 
peace. He was the creator and the de- 
veloper of a nation’s Industries during 
an era when the sword was turned into 
a ploughshare and the spear Into prun- 
ing héok. Like Moses bringing forth 
water from Horeb, King Solomon lifted 
his magic wand and struck the hard

We seem to 
hear God speak to the young Prince 
Solomoy these words when he chooses 
wisdom instead of gold, “Wisdom and 
knowledge is granted unto thee, and I 
will give thee riches and wealth and 
honor such as none of the kings have 
had that have been before thee, nei- 
ther shail there be any after thee 
have the like” Thus the fame and 
riches of Svlomon not only spread 
through his own country, but also to 
the farthest parts of the sea. 

The scene changes. We are to-day 
standing tn the Davidie capital. There 
is great excitement everywhere, The 
royal courtiers are riding every whith- 
er. The King’s guards are marching to 
the cliy’a gates, The whole capital is 
In gala day attire. “What Is the mat- 
ter?” you ask. “Why,” says a courtier, 
halting his chariot, “do you not know 
that the beautiful Queen of Sheba from 
the great nation of the south is coming 
to visit our King? She has heard so 
much of the fame of Solomon's wealth 
and wisdom that she has come to teat 
thein with her own eyes and ears. Here 
she comes with her courtlera now. 
Make way there. Stand back. There 
is the King alighting to mect her. Are 
they not a glorious pair of rulers?” 
War not this the welcome that was 
given to the Queen of Sheba’when she 
came to prove Solomon with hard 
questions? 

You know the rest of the story. After 
the Queen of Sheba had seen all and 
heard all and communed with Solomon, 
all that was inher heart, she turned to 
him and sald. “It was a true report 
which I heard in mine own land .of 
thine acts and of thy wisdom.” Yes, 
the reports of Solomon's wisdom were 
reat, but they were not exaggerated. 
Indeed, they were understated. For 
after the Queen of Sheba had gone on 
enumerating what she had heard, she 
erles out in the words of my text, “The 
one-half of the greatness of thy wis- 
dom was not told me." Now as the 
wisdom of King Solomon has always 
been used by the pulpit commentators 
ax a symbol of God's wisdom, | thought 
to-day I would try to tell you in a 
humble*way a little about that divine 
wisdom. Truly, Hke King ‘Solomon's, 
God's wisdom is a wixdom which pass- 
eth all understanding. 

King Solomon stands as the symbol 
of the “All Knowing One." He was the 
wisest of all men. The Bible distinct- 
ly declares it. Not only were ali the 
secrets of the past ages to him an open 
book but ke was the reader of men's

“kingdom. There was work for every- 
dody and high wages and prosperity for 
all.

When we go 
down into the valleys we find them 
covered with the golden headed har- 
vests, When we go down to the sea- 
shore we hear the “Yo, heave!” of the

ed with merchantmen. The fat, well 
fed cattle are upon a thousand hills. 
The long caravans, heavy laden with 
gold and silver and tvory and precious 
spices and silks and rare treasures of 
all sorts, are crossing the deserts from 
the east and the south. Ah, yes, never 
was there such an era of prosperity as 
that of the Solomonic relgn. Read the 
ninth chapter of Kings and second 
chapter of Ecclesiastes {f you would 
ape what was the extent of that pros- 


rftity. “So I was great.” That al- 
ides not only to his own individual 
greatness, but also to the greatness of 
his people.

protector.” And no man, no woman, ! 
could be so poor and helpless but they 
could always come to him and find 
true Justice.

The true mother ats 
once falls on her knees and begins to 
deg for the life of her child. “Oh, my 
King, my King, my good King!" she 
suid. “Save the life of my baby. Let 
this woman have the child If necessary, 
but save my baby alive." The other 
woman uttered not one word of pro- 
test. She merely turned and sald: “All 
right. Let the King kill the child, that 
it be nelther thine or mine,” No sooner 
did she say this than at once In that 
open court Solomon, with flashing cyes, 
sald: “Give the baby to the weeping 
woman. She is the true mother.” Was 
judgment ever better rendered?

Christ ts such a Saviour that though, 
We may come to him without a friend 
and reeking wit? sin as social lepers, 
though we may have sinned not only 
seven times, but seventy times seven, 
yet If we will only come In his dear 
name pleading for forgiveness at the 
cross he will forgive and he will save 
us. He will not only save one who 
comes pleading for mercy, Dut he will 
gave all. F 

When we talk about King Solomon 
Dlessing his own people we also fing 
Christ the Saviour of the Jew. When | 
we find King Solomon welcoming the 
Queen of Sheba to his court we find 
Christ the Savioxr of the Gentiles as 
well, Jesus did not simply come to be 
a Hebrew Christ.

Are we ready to come and bow at the 
feet of Jesus and give to him the most 
priceless of gifts—namely, the gift of 
our earthly Ives and of our eternal 
souls? Oh, my friends, tf we continue 
much loner to loiter ih the faroff 
country, do you believe we will ever 
‘be able to come and sit at the Masters 
feet in the new Jerusalem? 

Immortal, traveling thie road of 
death, where are thou going to spend 
eternity? Queen of the Land of Sin, 
Wilt thou leave the far country. and 
come and bow at King Solomon's feet 
in the Dayidic capital? Down on thy 
knees, immortal! “And then’ when thou 
hast uttered the publican’s prayer thy 
King will lift thee and call thee his 
child and thy. brow wilt wear a royal 
coronet. And then—what then? The 
glory of that moment no human lp 
may describe. The half of that eternal 
triumph has never been told and never, 
whl be told until, lke the Queen of 
Sheba, we shall be welcomed In the 
heavenly capital. “Yea, the half of the 
greatness of thy wisdom was not told

PASTE FOR ROYALTY. / 


Blazing Gems Themselves Are Really 
Stored In Vaults of King’s Bankers, 


The visitor to the Tower of ‘London 
who Is permitted to inspect the Crown 
Jewels seldom knows that a large pro- 
Portion of the blazing gems are merely 
paste, and that, although the Tower 
might be considered a safe enough 
place, most of the famous stones are in 
reallty stored in the vaults of the King’s 
dankers, their places being taken by 
cleverly executed counterfelts in paste. 
The Koh-l-noor is never on exhibition, 
and some of the other stones are repre- 
Sented by proxy, though the famous 
ruby worn In his helmet by Henry when 
he invaded France, and which now 
Dlazes in the’ centre of the Maltese 
Cross in the crown made . for Queen 
Victoria ts shown. 

Tt was the early custom to provide an 
ornate but Inexpensive crown for the 
Queen Consort, and, though these cir- 
clets blaze with jewels, none of them 
are real. When Victoria was to ‘be 
crowned Queen Regnant it was realized 
that it would never do to offer her 
paste, and a new crown was provided, 
for which stones were taken from the 
earlier masculine crowns, 

With the exceptionof the Queen's 
crown and some few stones in other 
badges of royalty, the entlre display ts 
of paste, and yet shows the original 
stones, even the Imperial crown never 
having boasted real jewels. 

Oddly enough, most of these paste 
jeweis attract more appreciative com- 
ment than the few crowns set with 
senuine stones, and the aightseer goes 
on his way rejoicing or envious, accord- 
ing to his temperament, although any 
fashionable Jeweler’s store will display 
ten times the number of real precious 
stones. . 

Intrinsically the ontire display Is not 
Worth more than a quarter of a mil- 
lion,

Tho 
grass plot outside the hospital. waa 
covered with mutilated and mangicd 
corpses, arranged in two long rowa, 
The wooden walk from the gate to the 
door, over which the bodies were car- 
ried, was stained with blood, and coh: 
blestone pavement and roadway was 
spattered with gore. 

Tho dead and wounded are still! ar- 


riving. Many of them had been lying, 


untouched In the streets for two or 
thrée days. The bodies of some of the 
Severely wounded were frightfully 
bruised, broken and mangled. 

The hospital attendanta ‘asserted 
that about 100 In all had been brough: 
in and that many more remained out- 
side Blalistok, where it was unsafe for 
Red Cross detachments to venture. 

At the district hospital there were 
six dead persons. and elght or ten 
wounded, These were all Christlans, 
These bodies were -not mangled as 
were those of the Jews, whose hands, 
arms and legs were sometimes chop 
ped off from mere wantonness.

a little English immigrant boy ad- 
vanced himself from the abelter of 
& Boys’ Home to the presidency of a 
great theological university. it 
itruly shows that, in the words of the 
old proverb, “thete is no. royal 
road to learning”; 

“About twenty-eight years ago 
there landed in Hamilton a {amily 
of immigrants from England, poor in 
pocket, but rich in‘the number of 
children, The father and mother liv- 
ed but a short time after arriving in 
Hamilton, and the children wero 
thrown @pon the charity of the 


world to care for them, as 
none were old @nough' to holp the 
younger members of the family. 


Through the providence of an All- 
wise Being, Albert Bigelow, who was 
a dealor in crockery, china and glass- 
were, in the block between Jamea 
and. Hughson strect, on tho: south 
side of King strect, bad provided in 
his will that $21,000 of his estate 
should be devoted to the building of 
the Boss’ Home in this city. The two 
younger 
grants were placed in this home, and 
the older children were provided with 
good homes, where they were cloth- 
ed and educated, giving as a return 
such labor as they were able to per. 
form. But it is to one of the young- 
er boys this article refers to—Francis 
George Barnes. For two or three 
years the little Engiish iad cojoyed 
the care and protection of the home 
and received the rudiments of an 
education. There, as is the custom, he 
was placed with a good family away 
from Hamilton—fer it is not the 
policy of the managers to locate the 
children in Ilamilton—where he re- 
mained till his term of apprentice- 
ship ended. Young Harnes was am- 
bitious to be educated, and he made 
good use of every hour when not 
engaged at work for the man with 
whom he lived, He drifted out to the 
Western States, where-he worked 
during the summer months for mon- 
ey to keep him during the winter, 
whee he attended school. With sueb 
a spirit and energy the outcome was 
Certain, that the child of the Eng. 
lish emigrants, .whose first years 
were spent in the Boys’ Home at 
Hamilton, would make bis way into 
the world. Young Barnes entered a 
western college, from which he gra- 
duated with the honors of his class, 
and then entcred the ministry of the 
Methodist Episcopal Chureb. He was 
called to a professorship in one of 
the western Methodist colleges, and 
was in time elevated to the presi- 
dency. ~ 

“A gear ago he was cated to the 
presidency of the Wesleyan univer- 
sity at Bloomington, Illinois, and 
yesterday afternoon, at 2 o'clock, 
George Francis Burnes, B.A. D. D,, 
was duly inaugurated and installed in 
the high office of president of one 
of the best Methodist universities in 
the state of Iinois. He is a man of 
high educational ability, and by emi. 
nent scholarsip has earned the hon. 
orary degrees of Lachelor of Arts 
and Doctor of Divinity. The little 
English orphan and homeless boy of 
twenty-cight years ago, to-day 
atands as the president of u univer.

To set thelr ad- 
vantages, alms and benefits before the 
public in a proper way and form would 
involve no Joss of dignity ‘or prestige, 
while it would almost certalnly widen 
thelr Influence, 

The time must come, too, when-the 
absurd code which probibits physicians 
ind other professional classes from ad- 
vertising themselves must be abolished. 
There is nothing but a sentiment to 
erevent it and oa very weak sentiment 
at that. It should be no more infra 
dig for a physician or n lawyer to seek 
patients or clients through the medium 
of print tban it Js for teachers, Insur- 
ance men, real estate dealers or the 
members of any other honorable trade 
or calling.

PROF, COLEMAN'S ADDIESS. 


We haye been roquested to pub- 
lish Mr. $Coleman's address, ziven 
yesterday and append it: herewith; 

Subject—“The Spirit of the Age.” 

At the fall of our first parents, 
labor was imposed upon thew and 
their ‘seed as a punishment. It was 
a curse, and the. fiat; “By the 
sweat of thy face. shalt thou eat 
bread,” was accepted as a dire 
final {nfliction. When Christ came, 
conditions ebatrzed, and what had 
been a curse, was now 2 blessing. 
He honored and dignified labor by 
Himsel€f becoming (a faborsr and 
performing the daily task. In the 
present aye, men, by their acts, re- 
ject the teachings and example of 
Christ, and look upon labor as still 
the primal curse. Thus, by their 
leaving God and rightcousness out 
of the question and adopting the 
principle of the greatest amount of 
gain from the minimum imount of 
labor, we discover the underlying 
cause of all the social and economic 
disturbances of the age, hence the 
unrest, the strife, the grecd, the 
hatred and violence. Labor is the 
foundation of all progrexs. Hand 
labor and brain lavor arc indispons- 
able and inter-dependent. Where a

NAVAL. DISCIPLINE. 


Peatshments That Are Meted Out to 
British Satlora, 

For infraction of regulations some 
cirious punishments are meted out in 
the English navy. It is an everyday 
occurrence, says London Tit-Bits, to 
see half a dozen aallors lined up on 
deck facing the paint -work, holding 
their hammocks on their shoulders. At 


first the hammock isn’t heavy, but aft-. 


er an bour or so it drags on one’s shoul- 
ders ike lead, Besides, It is not at all 
entertaining to stare fixedly at a square 
foot of painted weodwork for an hour 
or, more at a time. 

Another punishment that Jack de 
spises [s balling with a spoon. Ho is 
placed upon the deck, with two largo 
wooden buckets, one filled with water 
and the other empty. With a spoon he 
must dip all the water from one buck- 
ct and transfer it to the other, being, 
meanwhile, the butt of his contrades’ 
jests and jeers, 

Sometimes a delinquent is made to 
walk slowly backward and forward 
along the deck, nursing In bis arms a 
alx inch projectile, weighing a llttle 
over 100 pounds, Once a sailor, who 
laughed at the stammering speech of 
his commander, was made to stand up- 
on the forebridge, in full view of the 
ship's crew, and laugh for an hour and 
a half, 

Spitting upon the deck of a manof- 

{s strictly prohibited. Cuspidora 
placed at intervals along the deck, 
and these must be used. Upon some 
ebips, when a sailor is caught spitting 
upon the deck, a small tub is strapped 
to his chest, and he is made to wear It. 
Any one who chooses may use this 
walking receptacie. The offender thus 
punished rarely repeats his offense. 





A POTTERY TOWN. 


Chingtechen Is Unlike Any Other 
Place In China. 

For at least 900 years the town 
Chingtechen, in China, has been devot- 
ed to the making of pottery. Every- 
thing In Chingtechen belongs to the 
porcelala and’ earthenware“ industry. 
The’ housea are for the most part built 
of fragments elther of old kilns or of 
the fire clay covers in which the porce- 
sin is stacked during Oring. The riv- 
er bank Is for miles covered with a 
deep stratum of broken chinaware and 
chips of fre clay, and the greater part 
of the town nnd several square miles 
of the surrounding country*are built 
over or composed of a similar deposit. 

Chingtechen {sg unlike anything else 
fa China. The forms, the color, the 
materials used In the puildings, the at- 
mosphere, are reminiscent of the poorer 
parts of a clvilized Industrial center. 
There: are 104 large pottery kilns tn 
the town. The greater part ore hi use 
only for a short scason in the summer. 
During this busy season the population 
of Chingtechen rises to about 400,000 
souls, but of this total nearly half_are 
Inborers drawn from a wide area of 





“country, Who come for the season, live 


in rows of barrackiike sheds. and do 
not bring thelr familes with them. ¢

Vanrerel was the one steadying thing 
Jn bis life and st the same time the 
only one of the young men upon whom 
he did not have an almost mesmeric in- 
Quence, In good truth, Crailey was the 
ringleader In all the deviltries of the 
town and had béen so long in the habit 
of following every impulse, no matter 
how mad, that ho enjoyed an almost 
perfect immunity from condemnation, 
and, whatever his deeds, Rouen had 
learned to say with a chuckle that it 
was “only Crailey Gray again.” 

Now and then he would spend ser-

THE SWINE INDUSTRY IN 
: ONTARIO. 

A bulletin upon this subject’ bas 
been prepared by the Ontario + De. 
partment, of Agriculture,-which con- 
tains information of an instructive 
aod suggestive character.

starvation. Many also succumbed to 
exposure, their only protection: {rom 
the cold, winter winds being their 
shaggy goats an? tie gulehea and 
hollows tween the sand dunes, 
where thes huddled together for 
warmth, the colts always in the cen- 
tre and the horses on the outside. 

An attempt was made io lessen the 
deaths by starvation and exposure by 
herding the animals in barns, but 
they did not take kindly to this bene. 
volence and cscaped as fast as thes 
were Caught. Shelter sheds hive now 
been erected at various places, forty 
or fifty feet long and eight feet high, 
containing racks of hay. The ponies 
are willing to resort to these places’ 
in time of storm or cold, and the 
death rate has been perceptibly re- 
duced in consequence, 

When the government first took 
posseasion of the island in the early 
part of the last century, the ponics 
numbered from seven hundred to 
eight hundred, but at the ~ present 
time the number is only about 80 
or 100. Some. of them have. been 
broken to. harness and are used to 
patrol the island, haul supplies, etc. 
but the majority roam in gangs of 
eight or twenty ponies each, as of 
old. Each gang is headed by a vic- 
ious stallion, so jealous of bis rights 
cf leadership that as soon as any 
member of his gang reaches the ago 
of two years he drives him out. If 
the exile returns to his former com- 
panions a fierce battle ensues, and 
the younger one is usually beaten and 
sent off once more to found a gang 
of his own. . 

The pasturage of each gang is well 
defined, and woe to the horse which 
feeds outside his proper limits. He 
is sat upon by those into’ whose pre- 
cinets he has strayed, and is driven 
away with much fierceness, If pon- 
ies are intermixed and driven Miles 
away {rom their pasture grounds, the

BREEDS. — The Yorkshire is the 
most popular breed, In 33 out of 
the 42 counties reporting it gets 
first choice, and in 7 others it is a 
tie with some other breed for firat 
place. Berkshirescome next in favor 
followed by Tamworths and Chester 
Whites in the order named. Duroc 
Jerseys and Poland Chinas receive 
but little mention outside of the 
counties of Essex and Kent. 

CROSSES. -— While many crosses 
are used, the most popular is that 
betwecn the Yorkshire and the Berk. 
shire. In the western portion of 
the Province there is a tendency to 
use the Berkshire more than form- 
erly in crossing, while in the castern 
half the trend is more toward the 
use of the Yorkshires, ~ 

BINES. — Pure-bred sires are us- 
ed almost entirely in twenty-five per 
cent. of the counties, while grade 
sires are used to a limited extent in 
fifty-five per cent. of the counties; 
while in a few sections grade sires 
are still used almost entirely. The 
district taking in the Northwestera 
peniosula will be found to be freer 
from the use of. grade aires than 
any cther section of the Province, 
although there are individual coun. 
tics elsewhere from which reports are 
just as favorable. Grado sires appear 
to be in most use in the more east- 
ern countios.

A curious ‘custom in connéction with 
the birth of an’heir'to the earldom of 
Carnaryon is still observed at Highclere 
Castle. The tradition of the family re- 
quires that on such an occasion 500 gal- 
lons of alé must be brewed, to be kept in 
one huge cask, which must remain un- 
opened until the helr shall attain his 
majority. The last occasion of this ob- 
servance Was when little Lori Porches- 
ter was born in 1898. The ale was duly 
brewed, and a Newbury cooper con-* 
structed the cask from an oak grown 
on the Highclere estate. It was hoop- 
ed with brass, and bears a coronet and 
inscription with the date, and also the 
name of the butler who was responsible 
for the brewing. 

It is sald that during thé gr-at bat- 
tle of Blenhelm a spaniel followed the 
Duke of Marlborough all day long 
close at heel, never leaving him until the 
tide of success had turned decisively In- 
favor of the British arms. The duke 
took the dog home, and his duchess, tne 
famous Sarah Churchill, cared for it 
until Its death. This dog. the story 
woes, wite the progenitor of the well- 
known Blenhelm spaniels. Ever since 
that time It has been the custom In the 
Churchill family for each duke to pre- 
sent a Blenheim spanicl to his bride 
when she enters Blenheim Palace for 
the frat time as mistress. 

Those who for the first time visit 
Belvolr Castle, one of the seats of the 
Duke of Rutland, will witness with sur- 
prise a strange relic of medieval timvs. 
All night long a watchman paces the 
battlements with a halberd over his 
shoulder, and every hour calls aloud the . 
time and the condition of the weather, 
exactly as the London “Charieys” of a 
century ago used to do. This custom 
has prevailed ever since the very be- 
ginning of the sixteenth century, and 
until a few years ago the watchman 
atill retained the Elizabethan cos- 
tume. This dress has now given way 
to more convenient modern garments, 
but the watchman still keeps his night- 
ly guard. . 

Another custom, which is better 
known, belongs to a former seat of the 
Dukes-of Rutland. This ts the privi- 
lege of exacting a horseshoe from ev- 
ery visitor to Oakham Castle. Oakham 
Castle is not at present in the. tenancy ; 
of the Manners family, but of the 
Finches, and round the walls of this 
twelfth century mansion are to be seen 
no fewer than 142 horseshoes, ranging 
from the ordinary size up to a gigantic 
shoe seven feet in length. The latter 
was given by George IV., Is of solid: \ 
bronze, and cost £50. The most treas- 
ured gems among the coiléction are 
shoes given by Queen Elizabeth and by 
our present Queen. The shoes are gild- 
ed and each ts surmounted by the cor- 
onet proper to the rank of its donor. 

Sceing that it is Illegal for any sub- 
Ject to retain an armed force, it Is not 
sirange that the one exception to this 
law, namely, the Duke of Athol, jeal- 
ously guards his privilege of keeping 
up two companies of retainers. Of one 
company the height of its members Is

regularly inspected by the duke himself.

To form some idea of the outfit of a 
knight for attending a tournament, we 
may refer to “Petit Jean de Saintre,” 
where we find the following list of ex- 
penses: three knights with fourteen 
horses, nine squires with twenty-two 
horses, a chaplain and a chief herald 
with two horses; two drummers with 
ten horses, besides four powerful de- 
striers ridden by pages with two 
grooms to each, two cooks with three 
horses, a courier, a shoeing smith and 
an armorer with four horses, four 
pack-horses for himself, and four more 
for his company, and twelve for his 
household besides and for his maitre d’ 
hotel—in all elghty-nine horses. These, 
with three or more rich sults of clothes 
for the different exercises of the tour- 
nament, and the necessary varieties of 
armor for horse and foot combats, and 
banners and standards, not to mention 
his weapons, were a handsome allow- 
ance for one who was‘ not a rich noble 
but a simple “ecuyer tranchant” to the 
king. It should, however, be noted 
that all this kit was provided by a 
lady of the court whose protege Petit 
Jean was, and whose colors and de- 
vices he wore and celebrated. 

As to the Queen of Beauty, who fig-

Justice Moss, E. B. Oxler, M, P.. J. W. 
Flavelle, Rev. J. A. Macdonald, Hugh

The trainiag ‘Wilt be not by drill, 
which. produces discipline -for fight- 
ing. but by competition,“which pro, 
duces the initiative required for the 
Intelligence Service and the Com- 
mands, competing-one with another 
ia all warlike exercises, will not only 
find their own Jeaders, but will select 
the best men for active service, 

As men captured in the field out 
of uniform are killed as spics, a uni- 
form wil be necessary, based on the 
custemary dress of the Frontier; hat, 
kerchicf round™the neck, shirt and 
overalls, which is a cheaper and bet- 
ter dress than the usual military kit. 

With permission of the authoritics 
the men will train in shooting on 
rifle club lines, and in time the corps 
will develop active servieo contin- 
gents, equipped, armed and mounted. 
either for home defence or for the 
general defence of the Empire.

How to Start n Gas Works With a 
Long Stemmed Clay Fipe.

four minutes strike a match and hold 
it to the stem of the pipe, amd, presto, 
there will be a steady blaze of gas.

When the gas Is all burned from the 
stem of the pipe, cut out the plaster, 
and {pn the bottom of the bow! you will 
have a little coke.

Tar Macadam Roads 


SOMETHING ‘ABOUT A BROCESS 
WICH MIGHT BE <A. GOOD 
ONE FOR ‘BELLEVILLE TO. USE. 
(far macadam, as a substance for 

road-building, is. much spoken of 
these days. A tar macadam pave- 
ment, it seems, ix made like bitu- 
lithic, but the tar is not distilled 
and there ix not an infringement of 
the patents. The process is thus de- 
seribed by the New York Commer- 
cial: 

“The street which hax a grade of 
five to seven per cent., and which 
was in fair condition, Was  xwept 
clean, and the tar was spread over 
the surface thickly vy means of 
sprinkling pots with holes about 
one-tenth of an inch in diameter. 
On this was spread stone dust, sifted 
through wa sereen with half-inch 
meshes, and the rotd wax well roll- 
ed down with a ten-ton stvam roller. 

“The second coat of tur was then 
put on and covered with stone sifted 
qhrough a sund sereen; the surface 
Wax again rolled, putting on more 
of the smailer stone, until the whole 
road was smooth and compact, with 
no tar coming to the top. The re- 
sult of this treatment has begn most 
satisfactory. After nearly two years’ 
wear the atrect is still in good or- 
der, the surface bas not been brok- 
en up, and it has been free from 
dust all the time. 

“In the case thus described, a street 
which hes been in use for some time 
was merely resurfaced with the tar. 
During 1905 other stone roads were 
made, using tar ax a binder instead 
of clay. Inch and a half stone was 
spread to a thickness of three to five 
inches, -then covered with three-quar- 
ter inch stone, well rolled down. 
This was couted with tar and three- 
quarter and half-inch stone and 
rolled to n,compact, smovth  sur- 
fave. These streets have alko been 
frco from dust, and the surface 
shows no evidence of wear, although 
they have had considerable heavy 
traffic. t 

“The process by which these  re- 
sults have been obtuined is a sim- 
ple onc, requiring for equipment 
only a” kettle or tank for heating 
the tar and sprinklers for spread- 
img it. Care is used not to over- 
heat the tar, and Co atrain it into 
sprinkling pots. In resurfacing, the 
results are more valuable if the tar- 
ring is done on a ood roadbed. 
‘About six or eight baziels are requir- 
ed to treat the surface of 1,000 
square yards of roadway 

“It is considered from these ¢x- 
periments that tar may be success 
fully used ax a oementing medium 
in road-making, producing an im- 
pervious surface.” ‘ 

The state of New Jersey has, it 
seers, experienced with these tar 
mavadam roads, surfaced as herein 
described, and found them most ser- 
viceable. The treatment is casy. The 
materials for construction are easily 
procured. Tar is certainly a better 
binder than clay, and it has one fis- 
tinguishing quality—it will never lose 
its <luctile nature and adbesivenesa, 
and the stone, when reduced or pul- 
verized by heavy traffic, docs not 
become the nuisance it usually — is 
without its ussoctation witlp the tar. 

It would appear that Belleville 
could Tay tar macadam pavement 
to advantage. [The city haa all the 
road-building mathinery  reauired,

kett was to-day ‘sentenced ‘to serve 
25 years ‘in the penitentiary for hav. 
ing directly or indirectly caused the 
death of: little Edith May Ahern in a 
thicket: at Cote St. Paul! last April. 
A verdict. of manslaughter had 
scarcely becn expected from the jury, 
and even for that the general opinion 
was that so heinous a crime, no mat. 
ter by what formal name it be de- 
signated, would provoke the maxi- 
mum penalty of fife inptisonment- 
Upon being hsked whether ne had 
apything to say che prisoner said in 
a fairly-firm voice; “F am innocent of 
the crime ‘for which'l have been 
tried, but as.1 have been tound guilty 
IT am ready to tuke my punishment,” 
In view of so unlikely a verdict 
ca mauslaughter in a cade of this ua- 
ture the fotlowing pronouncement by 
Chie* Justice Lacoste is noteworthy; 
“You say you arc innvcent, byt you 
have been proven guilty. You put 
your case in the bands of twelve 
men, twelve men, who were able to 
uppreciate the nature of the evidence 
given. . You were most-ably defend- 
ed The addresses to the jury wem 
ull as impartial as they possibly could 
be. and the yury sendered a verdict 
of manslaughter. These twelve 
men stood between you and public 
opinion. The cry of public opinion 
was that you had committed wurder, 
but the jury, after listening in a 
most careful mancer to all the cvi- 
deuce, after taking all the circum- 
stances into consideration, after 
giving you all the bencfit of what 
doubl there might be, came to a coh- 
clusion that you were the man that 
accompanied that little child on the 
night that it met-its death. In the 
eyes of the law the court cannot aay 
that sou are a murderer, and the 
court must be guided by the verdict 
rendered. I am not allowed to tell 
you that you committed murder. 1 
cannot say to you that you killed 
the little child with malice afore. 
thought I am not allowed to teil 
you that as aw direct result of the 
exposure suffered by that child, 
through you, it died. I am not al- 
lowed to tell. you these things, be- 
because the verdict is manslaughter. 
This verdict applies merely to the 
actual killing of the child, and it 
tnust be my law, and upon that law

THE TURKISH KAIK. 


It More Closely Resembles the Gon- 
dola Than Any Other Craft. 

Crawford, the author, to whose skill- * 
fol pen Constantinople is indebted for 
one of the most charming volumes ever 
issued in Its praise, has a word to say 
about the Turkish boatmen and their 
vehicle, the kalk. 

“Constantinople owes much,” writcs 
be, “to the matchless beauty of the 
three waters which run together be- 
neath Its walls, und much of their 
reputation again bas become world- 
wide by the kalk. It is disputed and 
disputable whether thg Turks copled 
the Venctian gondola or whether the 
Venetians imitated the Turkish kalk, 
but the resemblance between them Is 
so strong as to make It certain that 
they have a common origin. Take 
from the gondola the ‘felse,’ or hood, 
and ‘the rostrated stem and the re- 
mainder {s practically the kaik. It is 
of all craft of its size the swiftest, the 
most easy to handle and the most com- 
fortable, and the Turks generally are 
admitted to be the best oarsmen in 
Europe. 

“Indeed, they have need to be, for 
both the Bosporus and the Golden 
Horn are crowded with craft of erery 
kind and made dangerous by the swift- 
est of currents, The distances, too, are 
very great and such as no ordinary 
oarsman would undertake for pleasure 
or for the sake of exercise. It Is no 
Joke to pull fifteen or sixteen miles 
against a streain which In some places 
runs four or five knots an hour.” *

Witness gave particulars of a dispute 
between a policyholder and the com- 
pany. The application for, policy had 
held instalments and the beneficlaries 
applied for the insurance; the com- 
pany would not come up. Not wishing 
to quarrel with the complainant. the 
company offered $1,000 settlement. 
which was still open. 

In the matter of estimates of pro- 
tits the Crown Life had followed the 
same line as older companies. Their 
estimates, as Mr. Tilley proved in a 
searching examination, were altogether 
too high, and witness acquiesced. 

The “not taken policies.” sald Mr. 
Tilley, were 16 per cent. In 1902, 20 per 
cent. In 1903, 25 per cent. in 1904, and 
17 per cent. fn 1905. 

“Do you find that most of these 
policies were issued last month to 
swell returns?” asked Mr, Tilley. 

“We have never done anything out 
of the ordinary, except tell agenta that 
the end of the year was coming, and 
that it was desirable to make a good 
showing.

They were so happy In their re- 
cent liberation from serfdom that they 
could not keep their feet still, let alone 
their lips, “Then sung Moses and the 
children of Israel this song unto the 
Lord and spake, saying: I will sing un- 
to the Lord, for he hath ¢riumph 
gloriously.

The Lord 
is my strength and song, and he Is be- 
come my salvation, he ts my God, and 
I will prepare him a habitation. My] 
father's God and I will exalt him.” 
But hardly had this song died away 
when the people began to murmur and 
denounce God.

BARBER SURGEONS. 


When the Razor and the Sealpel 
Were Linked In One Trade. 
More than 400 years old is the Royal 
College of Surgeons, Edinburgh. 
the time it was founded the surgeons 
and barbers of the city were united 
as one of the fourteen Incorporated 
trades of Edinburgh. On IJnly 1, 1805, 
they recelved their chartef from the 
town council. ‘The charter of the bar 
ber surgeons was confirmed by James 
IV., an early Stuart king of great en- 
lightenment and accomplishment, who 
took much Interest In the progress of 
the surgeons on account ef the needs 
of bis drmy In time of war. “* 
In the charter Icave was given to the 
incorporation fo control the medical 
education of the city, su 
in those days; of bloodictt 
the sole right of practice and to put 
dowm quacks, They were to get erery 
year the body of a criminal who had 
been executed to practice anatomy on, 
and they promised in return to do “suf- 
frage for his soul.” 
members of the incorporation six were 
surgeons to the kings of Scotland. 
As society improved and medical sci- 
ence dereloped the gulf between the 
surgeons and barbers widened, and In 
1772, as the result of a process In the 
court of session, the connection was 
finally terminated.

A Study in Eggs. 

Newly-laid eggs require to be 
couxrd longer than others. Eyes 
over a week old ure not as tuod 
boiled, but’ may ve tried, poached, 
acrambled, eatailoped or made into 
ombicts. Lgys should not be beaten 
in tin. A fecble person or an inva- 
lid, Tor the best results, should uot 
eat exxs iter they are more than 
three days old. The longer they are 
bouton, the lighter the product in 
which they are used. The whites 
and tho yclks shouid be beaten sep 
uritcly: they are beaten to furce in 
air. Heating causes thg white or al- 
bumen to coat and enclose myriads 
of air bubbles. The yolks, by rea- 
son of the oil they contain, are 
heavier than che whites, and if both 
ars besten together, the yolks burst 
the films in the whitea and the im- 
peisoned aie escapes. Cake ix more 
delicate: if the beaten whites of utes 
are added after the flour haa been 
atircod in. 

It may be a matter of surprise to 
some to know tbat in normal dizes- 
tion hard-boiled eggs that required 
ten minutes’ cookang and soft-boiled 
eves that need three minutes require 
the same length of time for dizes- 
tion in the stomach—tkrer hours und 
a half. Fried egys are digested in 
three hours. This disproves the pre- 
valent idea that ath {ried food is 
hard to digest. 

Laboratory tests give & method 
for boiling eggs which may be de- 
pended on to givo a uniform result. 
This is something which the aver- 
age housewife fails to do. Into a 
granite saucepan put a sufficient 
amount of hot water to cover the 
ezgs. When it~bvils, drop them In. 
Cever the pan, movo to the bock of 
the steve, aad leave six, minutes for 
soft, cizht minutes fur modium, and 
ten minutes lor hard.

Toronto, June 26.—Charies Fuller, 
secretary and actuary of the Contin- 
ental Life, was the first witness before 
the Royal Insurance Commission yes-. 
terday. Mr. Tilley immediately plung- 
ed into the Atlas Loan transaction by 
Woe! and Somers. He produced the 
documents regarding the original note, 
and the one releasing the company 
from Mability and accepting the dirce- 
tors’ personal guarantee apd asked at 
whose instance witness had drawn 
documents, 

Mr. Fuller sald that he received his 
instructions from Mcasra. ‘Wood and 
Somers, but could not say who of the 
directors had demurred at agrzeing to 
the ‘proportion. Witness stated that 
he was golng to faint, and Mr. Tilley 
called G. A. Somers, yice-prosident of 
the Continental. 

A Wrong Impression. 

He was questioned by Mr. Tilley 
about the juggle of Atlay Loan deben- 
tures, He sald that the impressim 
that the examination had was erron- 
eous. He wanted to make a@ stato- 
ment, but counsel. preferred to ask 
questions, 

It: was shown that the firm agrec- 
Ment was made on Aug. 12, 1903. Mr. 
Somers purchased the debentures that 
tho Continental held, arranging the 
price by a loan from the Traders’ 
Bank at 4 per cent. - The stipulation 
was that the Continental Life was to 
keep $30,000 on deposit in that dranch, 
for which it would be allowed three per 
cent. Aas security thirteen of the Con- 
tinental directors had given thelr per- 
sonal note, and tho Interest was being 
pald out of commissions on premium 
Income and a'so cash received from the 
Murch policy. 

Mr. Somers went on to state that, 
although the company knew that tho 
loss am-unted to some twenty thousand 
dollars, the matter was kept In the 
same way for fear the pubilc would 
take a wrong impression, until last De- 
cember, when It was decided that the 
dirsctors would give the witness thelr 
sign:d note for the loss and on cond!- 
tion that he would release the company 
from any lability In connection with 
the defunct debentures. 

A Tardy Document. 

Mr. Tilley seemed very anxious to 
learn just why the document had not 
been fully completed until the Contin- 
ental Life had been called by the com- 
mission. 

Mr. Somers eaid that he had signed 
the document first, and that he was 
not waiting for the other direciors to 
sign thelr part of the agreement. 
Messrs, Wood and Jones’ aignatures 
had not been procured until last 
‘Thursday night. 

Mr. Tilley said he would return to 
the sudject later. 

The purchase of certain western 
bonds by G. B, Wood was gone into. 
It was divulged that Wood had gone 
on a western trip for the Contintntal, 
and when out there had bought Cal- 
gary debentures, which were after- 
wards sold and the profita axcerta!ned 
before any money was pald. ‘These 
profits were turned over to the Oniarlo 
Securities Co. 

Witness sald that as the subsidiary 
company and tho Continental had the 
game boards purchases and saies were 
40 the Continental Life and were put 
through by the Ontarlo Sccurities. 

On Feb. 1 of this year the Contin- 
ental‘Life made a call Joan to the On- 
tarlo Securities of $60,000, taking as 
security Sterling Bank stock.

A publisher maid of Oscar Wilde, 
whose posthumous volume, “De Pro- 
fundis,” hax made a deep impression 
Hot only in England and America, 
bot in France, Germany and Italy 
as well (the work has already been 
translated into six languages); 

“Poor Wilde! His road was an up- 
hill one till he began to write plays. 
Up to the time of the production of 
‘Lady Windermcre’s Fan’ he found it 
difficult to ears & decent living. Af- 
terwards, ax ‘A Woman of No Im- 
portance,’ “The Importance of Being 
Earnest,’ and his other sparkling, 
graceful comcdies appeared, Wilde 
made $40,000 2 year. But before 
that he was often very poor. 

“No mutter how poor he was, 
hough, be never lost a certain dis- 
dainful, supercilious, patronizing hu- 
mor. This humor was very distaste- 
ful to some people. It was exercised 
once upon a duke, and cost Wilde 
a rather lucrdtive post 


“The duke wanted. a tutor for his 
two sons, and Wilds was recommend- 
ed. He called, the duke examined 
him, and seemed favorably impressed, 

“But he waa a very great duke, 
with a very high opinion of himself, 
and his manner Grated on Wilde.

A Peeeliar Animal With a Sort of 
Meman Appearance. 

There used to be traditions among 
the sallors of mermaids at sea, half 
Women and half fish, and there are 
fishes which may bare giren rise to 
the belief, from their resemblance to 
human beings.
